thy Soul, as thou art a Man 2nd pretendeſt to have Lordſhip and Dominion over b-th the Souls a;:d 
Bodies of Men. But by what Authority doſt thou uſurpe the Title of Papa, Father of the whole 
"Church of Chriſt ? Who firſt conferred that Title on thce ? Was it from above or from Men ? Te- 
us when he was on Earth commanded Perer-to feed his Sheep, and as a Scrvant to adminiſter to 
them, he gave him no Authority to Slaughter them, or to Flcece them, or to uſe any Tyranny to- 
Ewards them. Thou pretendeſt to fit-in Perers Seat, have a care, I warn thee, that it be cot Satan's 
ZChair, for it is very doubtful if the Man Peter was ever at Kome, and it is for certain never had any 
Authority there, and was neither Lord, Maſter or Pope, but a Servant to the Scrvants of Jeſus 
Chriſt, whichTitle thou alſo owneſt in Words, when in Deeds thou art proud as Lucifer, 2nd 
Ewouldeſt ſet thy Feet onthe Necks of Kings and Princes, and proudly trample on the People cf God. 
Thou pretendeſlt to the Spirit, ſhow it by thy Works ; to Infallibility, but thou haſt failed in thy 
| ine and 18 thy Praftices. I hold with thee that the Spirit is ro be the guide cf the Saints, and 
{That the Spirit is infallible and can never be miſtaken, but it is not to be ccnined to thee, and to thy 
| Cardinals, forl tell thee, our Pope George Fox, hath as much of the. Spirit as thou haſt, and it is as 
apkallible, and therefore thou ounces not.t0ingrols it to thy ſelf, ſince it is communicated to all 
the Children of God, and to all the Saints that obſerve and hearken to the Light within. But thou 
© haſt done wickedly ; thou and all thy Predeceflors, for ſeveral hundreds of years, have been building 
© a very Babel of Confuſion, thou haſt made Religion'the Devils ſtalking Horſe, to drive Souls iuto 
| his Snares, thou'haſt ſet up the Calves at Dan, and in the Mount,” t59u Eaſt polluted Religion with 
Kolatry, and made of it a meer piece of Art, Pollicy, and Legerdemain, I tell thee plaial; thou haſt 
ſet up a Pompous outward Religion, only full of Gaudy out-lides, without any Truth or Sinceriry, 
- and without the Spirit, the Light, or the Life of God. Look therefore, I adviſe thee as a Friend, 
and Brother, to the Light within thee, which Mhineth 1n thy darkueſs, that will teach thee better 
things, thou canſt pot but ſee and know the vanity of thy Religion, which thy Soris and thy Daugh- 
ters follow ; and thou thy ſelf laugheſt at the Ignorance and Folly of moſt of thy Adhererts and Fol- 
lowers, who zealoufly follow thy Dittates without ſight or knowladge. Thou atteſt againſt thy 
own Conſcience, and'againſt Knowledge, and againſt Light, which is the Sin againſt the Ho!y Spi- 
rit, and for this thou ſhalt be cordemned, unleſs thou timely repent thee of, and reform thy Errors. 
It is to maintain thy Pride, thy Luft, and thy Covetouſrels, that thou ſtriveſt to kick againtt the 
Pricks, and to eſtabliſh thy Abominations in the ſight of the rae! of God ; but the day will come, 
and is even at hand, that, thou and thy 1/maelires, which are become the Sons of the Bond-woman of 
Sin, thathe caſt out into utter Perdition. Thou and thy gor-bellied Cardinals, that live like Princes, \ 
and fatten themſelves up in their abominable Luſts, againſt the day of Slaughter, are very unlike the 
esand Diſciples of Chriſt, who taught and preact”d the Werd with Pains Care and Travel, in - 
meeknels and Poverty from the true Light and Spurit ſhining within their Souls , and were the Primi- 
tive Chriſtians-on Earth azain, to ſee the Shop of confalion, thou and thy Hierarchy have made out of 
their&mple ſpun thred, they would not be able to krow or believe this to be any part of the Religion * 
they taught or begun, with to great Labour, Travel, Pains, and Martyrdom. Thus haſt thou made all. 
heir urs of little or no effe4$ ; and ſtill takeſt care to keep poor Souls in the Snares of ſin, and in 
the bonds of Ignorance. I tell thee plainly, thy Conſcience does witneſs againlt thee, and thou dot - 
fee theſe Truths, bur it is thy Pride that makes thee Tyrant like to exerciſe Lordſhip and Dominiony 
-over others, and to maintain this Lordſhip and Tyranny, thou art fain to exercile cunning Arts and 
:pollictes of the Carnal man, and even to ly to the ſubcilties of the Serpent, and the wicked ore, lea- 
ving no ſtone unturned to maintain thy Vanity and to fulhl thy Luſts. Thou knoweſt well enough 
there is no Purgatory, ſuch as thou haſt invented to aftright and delude poor ignorant people out 9 
'-their mony, but the execrable gain which thou male by Indulgencies will not [ec thee Reform that 
wicked and abominable Error. Thou alſo knowelit the Vanity of praying to Saints, and to carved 


Idols, exprefs againſt the Word of God. - : 
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by falſe Miracles, and pretended Reliques, thou ſtill keepeſt ita Foot with all thy ridiculous Shews. * 
Proccſſions, Jubilies,Holy-water, Exorciſms, Altars, Copes, Miters, Croſiers, Stirplicesand other * 
Trinkets, inyentcd by the Devil and his Inſtrument, the vain mind of ſubtle Man, to draw the Eyes | 
and Ears , but not the Hearts of the Calviſh Multitude, who bleat after theſe things, and underſtand 
them not. Thou knowelt the unnaturalneſs and impoſſibility of thy breaden Gods real Preſence,and 
yet for the great reſpect it begets to thee and thyPrielts,with the Rabbte of Moncks, Friers, Nuns, Ere-. - 
mits and ſuch like; thou ſti!l moſt ſtifly againſt Religion, Sence and Reaſon, maintaineſt that idle 
Opinion. "Think therefore before it be too late, of Repentance and Reformation : do the work 
thcrowly. The Light hath formerly ſhined, with ſome glimmering in the times of the Albingenſes / 
in France, and of Wicklif in Enzland, and of Ferom and Huff in Pragne, and afterwards of Luther in 
Germany ; they cauſed ſome Retormauon from the groſelt of thy ſuperſtition and filthineſs of (dolatry : 
bur yet too much of the Dregs remains, and the Carnal minded man yet retains much of thy Pride, 
Vanity, Pomp and Shew in their outward Worſhip; and much of thy ambitions Lordſhip and Domi- 
nion ; but we the ſimple a::d narmleſs Sheep of Gods Fold, called by the People in ſcorti, Quakers and 
Shakers, from the ſtrong actuating of the Spirit within, have reformed our ſelves to the Pattern of - 
the Apoſtles and Primitive Teachers and Preachers, and being filled with the Spirit, ſpeak from the 
Light thereof. And trom this Light I now plainly write to thee, being ſtirred upto warn thee of the 
VVrath to come, and to tell thee, that unleſs thou makeſt a thorow Reformation, according to our 
Holy Pattern, and come into the Community of the Saints on Earth, thou ſhalt never have Communi- 
on with thoſe in Heaven. 1am to denounce Judgment againſt thee, and thoa ſhalt be overthrown, 
and thou ſhalt be ſcourged for thy abominable Practiſes againſt the People of England, in the Plotings, 
underminings, Murthers and wicked Contrivances of thy Ban-Dogs that call themſelves Jeſuites, but 
are Judaſſes, that hetray Kingdoms and wurry the People. Thy time is but ſhort, and thy Reign of a 
few days ; for cither the King of Fraxce if ever he gets the Monarchy of the Weſt, will unneſt thee, - 
and remove thy Sea to Pais, and hayea Pope of his own, or elſe God will let looſe the Rage of the 
Turk againſt thee, and ſuffer him to p'ant his Half-moons in Rome as well as in Teruſalem, for a 
ſcourge and Vengeance of all the filtluneſs and Abominations aCted in that ploce. Look to it,l give 
thee this friendly warning, take it to heart, for | tell it thee in plainneſs and ſincerity and from the

to declare them Lawful, and ſuch iſſue Legirimate. 

4. Power of adminiſtring all the Sacraments. 

5. Power of reſtoring the juſt Right of asking being loſt. 

6. Power of Celebrating Maſs in all decent places above or under Ground, on. Portable Altars 

twicea day if neceſſary. and if it cannot be otherways Celebrated for fear of Hereticks. 

7. Of laying up of Holy things in ſecret, without Lights if there be danger. 

$. Power of reciting the Roſary or other Prayers if they cannot have a Brevary or other Office, 

9. Power of keeping and reading any Prohibited Books belides thoſe contained in the Bulla Cana 
- beſides thoſe of Charles Moline, Nicholas Machivel, and Books of Judicial Aſtrology. Alfo of gj- 
ving Licence to others.to read the Scriptures faithfully tranflated into Engliſh, and to the Laicks Eu- 
* 'gliſh Books ogainſt Heretick, as need ſhall be. 

10. Power of diſpenlingand communicating ſimple Vows for a reaſonable cauſe, thay of Chaſtity 
and of Religion being excepted. 

11. Power of bleſſing the Sacraments and other Holy Utenſils neceſlary for the Maſs where there is 
not UnCtion. 

12. Power of Diſpenſing the eatirig of Fleſh;Eggs? white-mears alſo in the time of Lent. 

13, Power of granting a Plenary Indulgence for thoſe Converted ſrom Herefie, and to thoſe who 
cannot he confeſled in the Article of Death. 

14. Power of granting every Lords day, and en Holy dzy3 an Indulgence for 10 years to thoſe that 
aſſiſt at thoſe Meetings, and a plenary Indulgence to tholc that confeis and receive the Saccament on 
. certain Feaſt-days. | 
15. Power of having the Benefit of theſe Indulgencies themſelves. 

16. Power of Celebrating the Maſs de Requiem for any one on a portable Altar for the freeing a 
- Sou! oat of Purgatory. 

They were granted for 7 years only, aad rever{able without ſhewing Cauſe, at the will of the Pope.
